this  paper,  published  expressly  for  our 
alumni,  to  an  account  of  the  changes 
which  recent  years,  and  particularly 
this  year,  have  brought  to  the  town 
of  Indiana,  now  fast  changing  from 
a  rural  village  to  a  manufacturing 
town. 

The  glass  works  an  1  the  ladder  fac- 
tory are  spreading  their  borders.  A 
new  woolen  mill  elbows  the  enlarging 
wings  of  the  foundry,  and  the  voice  of 
the  Dago  is  heard  in  the  town. 

No  building  strike  seems  to  have 
touched  Indiana  where  the  hammer  and 
saw  can  be   heard    from  morning  till 
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night  as  the  workmen  pat  up  on  every 
street,  pretty,  comfortable,  homes  for 
our  new-  omers,  many  of  them  former 
owners  of  coal  fields  now  being  opened 
up  in  the  county. 

Those  who  remember  the  flower-dot- 
ted fields  that  surrounded  the  school 
would  be  surprised  at  the  way  in  which 
the  houses  have  crept  up  and  encircled 
the  grounds.  South  and  west  of  the 
Dormitory  an  almost  coutinuous  row 
of  houses  faces  the  campus.  Across  the 
railroad  similar  rows  are  being   built. 

The  field  below  the  DormitorjT  is 
traversed  by  the  new  branch  coal  road 
between  Indiana  and  Blacklick  now  in 
process  of  building. 

This  road  must  prove  its  usefulness 
to  make  us  forgive  the  destruction  of 
the  beautiful  front  yard  at  Haux- 
hurst's.  Here,  it  passes  within  a  few 
feet  of  the  house,  and  to  make  room 
for  it,  many  fine  trees  have  been  de- 
stroyed, while  the  apple  orchard  is  a 
thiug  of  the  past.  Mrs.  Hauxhurst  is 
still  undecided  whether  to  give  up  the 
home  or  to  have  it  moved  back. 

Walking  along  the  edge  of  White's 
woods,  one  encounters  the  construc- 
tion work  of  the  B.  R.  &  P.  railroad, 
now  complete  as  far  as  Ernest,  four 
miles  out,  and  from  there  running  to 
Punxsutawney.  The  tunnel  is  already 
cut  through  White's  Hill,  and  next  Ju- 
ly, Punxsutawney  students  will  make 
their  trips  home  by  rail.  Will  not  some 
alumnus  front  {he  latter  place  write  us 
a  dirge  on  the  "Passing  of  the  Hack?" 

No  one  ot  us  would  have  dreamed 
that  the  spirit  of  commercialism  would 
reach  sleepy,  old,  Rip  Van  Winkley 
Shelocta,  but  it  has.

To  keep  np  to  the  best  in  Ed- 
ucational work  has  always  been  the 
aim  of  the  Model  School  and  we  are 
glad  to  uo:e  some  new  departures  in 
experimental  lines  as  well  as  a  broad- 
ening and  enriching  of  established 
lines  of  work. 


The  Model  School  rejoices  in  the 
return  of  Miss  Mansfield,  who  comes 
from  her  vear's  leave  of  absence  re- 
freshed bodily  and  mentally  and  full 
of  new  ideas  aud  helpful  suggestions. 
After  gaining  her  degree  at  Stanford 
University,  Miss  Mansfield  visited 
the  Vacation  Schools  of  Buffalo  and 
the  Schools  for  the  Blind  in  Washing- 
ton, D.  C. ,  finding  much  suggestive 
aud  stimulating  in  both  places. 


Miss  Waldo's  excellent  work  in 
traiuing  children's  voices  has  been  ex- 
tended this  year  to  the  primary  de- 
partment with  good  results.  The  work 
in  the  other  grades  has  been  supple- 
mented and  new  interest  has  been 
given  to  it  by  the  introduction  of  some 
choice  songs  from  sheet  music. 


The  industrial  work  begun  with 
raffia  and  reed  last  3"ear  is  continued 
this  year  in  broadening  lines.  Besides 
basketry,  other  constructive  work  has 
been  planned  out  for  the  3'ear — weav- 
ing on  hand  looms  in  the  primary  de- 
partment, and  hammock  making,  cane- 
seating  arranged  for — and  a  course  in 
sewing  for  the  girls  is  soon  to  be  begun. 


In  connection  with  Form  Worfc,  we 
would  like  to  call  our  graduates' atten- 
tion to  "The  Applied  Arts  Book," 
published  at  the  beginning  of  each 
school  month  by  "The  Applied  Arts 
Guild,"  44  Front  street,  Worcester, 
Mass.  This  Guild  was  organized  only 
two  years  ago,  but  it  has  alreadj- 
proved  its  helpfulness  and  we  advise 
teachers  to  have  the  benefit  of  putting 
themselves  in  touch  with  it. 


The  industrial  work  is  not  cultivated 
at  the  expense  of  the  regular  work, 
which  this  year  at  Model  is  to  re- 
ceive increased  attention.  More  care 
to  form  correct  mental  and  physical 
habits  ;  more  pains  to  lay  right  founda- 
tions ;  more  training  in  how  to  study  ; 
and  more  drill  are  all  points  earnestly 
to  be  striven  for — but  it  is  the  testi- 
mony of  all  who  have  watched  the 
children  fiis  year  that  the  interest 
and  unformality  of  the  industrial 
work  give  greater  vigor  to  the  more 
formal  mental  processes,  and  often  be- 
come the  means  of  arousing  indolent 
or  indifferent  pupils. 

Normal  has  called  to  her  assistance 
so  many  able  teachers  that  it  doesn't 
surprise  us  to  have  their  worth  recog- 
nized after  they  have  left  us  for  wider 
fields.  The  many  friends  of  Prof. 
Will  Grant  Chambers  will  be  glad  to 
know  that  a  most  interesting  study  of 
children's  ideals  worked  out  by  him- 
self and  Mrs.  Sunshine  Foulke  Cham- 
bers, was  published  in  the  Pedagogi- 
cal Seminary  of  March  1903,  under  the 
title  of  "The  Evolution  of  Ideals."  It 
is  now  published  in  pamphlet  form, 
for  sale  at  a  small  cost.  All  teachers 
aud  parents  should  avail  themselves 
of  the  facts  about  children  therein 
summarized. 

The  opening  of  the  new  railroad  be- 
tween Punxsutawney  and  Indiana  will 
make  Indiaua  Normal  more  available 
as  a  means  of  training  for  Jefferson 
county  teachers.  Supt.  Teitrick  feels 
most  cordial  towards  Indiana  and  has 
for  four  3  ears  past  inviied  the  Indiana 
Faculty  to  give  talks  at  his  local  in- 
stitutes held  at  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year.

Robertson  has  not  arrived  owing  to 
sickness  in  her  family. 

The  work  is  delightful  as  is  all  Nor- 
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mal  school  work.  Normal  Students 
are  the  most  faithful  students  in  the 
world. 

We  have  over  500  students  here  with- 
out the  Practice  school.  They  all  board 
and  room  in  the  town, so  we  do  not  get 
so  well  acquainted  as  we  did  at  Indi- 
ana. We  have  larger  classes  and  fewer 
of  tliem  each  day  and  students  are  re- 
quired to  du  more  reading  on  outside 
work,  but  1  find  them  so  much  like  In- 
diana students  that  I  can  almost  name 
them.  Wish  I  might  tell  you  some  time 
the  features  of  the  school  that  would 
interest  the  girls,  but  that  is  impos- 
sible in  such  a  letter.  I  am  very  well 
and  am  enjoying  my  work  very  much. 
Physics  seems  no  easier  learned  by 
New  York  girls  than  by  Pennsylvania 
girls.  Remember  me  to  all  the  friends 
that  care  to  know  of  me  or  my  work. 
With  best  wishes  for  a  successful  year 
and  hoping  to  be  at  Indiana  to  see  my 
'"old  girls"  graduate  in  June,  I  am,
